THE PARSEES IN BOMBAY, 

These followers of Z are in Bom- 
bay. The following account of them we find in a let- 
ter of Mr. Hume, a missionary of the Americao Board 
laboring in India. We copy from the Missionary Her- 
ald of the present month. 

The Parsees are a remarkable peapley According 
to the recent census they number 114,400. But the 
general conviction is that, in some way, there has 
been a mistake in this item, and that their real num- 
ber is considerably less. They are less numerous 
than some other sect of the « ty, bot they 
yield in energy and influence to none. They are 
more ready than any other class to adopt European 
customs and opinions; and not a few of them speak 
and write the English language with facility. They 
have several fine temples in Bombay, and at the time 
of sunrise and sunset, they may be seen reading and 
repeating their prayers, aod addressing their worship 
to the sun and to the sea. But they are much less of 
a religious people than the Hindvos. They are indeed 
zealous for their religion, but are most ignorant of 
what it really is ; and their zeal apparently arises rath- 
er trom a sectional, national feeling, than from their 
being imbued with any religious principle. They 
pride themselves on being Parsees, and they are ready 
to defend Parseeism, whatever it maybe. Among 
them are found the bitterest opponents to Christianity, 
who are familiar with the principal writings of oppos- 
ers, aod who manifest no litle zeal in disseminating 
their infidel views. Much use is made of the press 
for this purpose. One infidel work of considerable 
size, prepared by a Parsee, has been printed in Eng- 
lish, and a variety of similar productions have been 
published in Gujarathe. One monthly Gajarathe pe- 
rivdical is sustained, with the avowed purpose of re- 
futing and exposing Christianity, and defending the 
religion of Zorvaster. The pages of this are in a good 
degree filled from the works of infidel anthors. Many 
of these infidel objections to Christianity apply with 
peculiar force to Zoroastrianism, and infidelity in re- 
gard to all religions is doubtless gaining ground among 
the Parsees. And this is not wonderful, considerniog 
how litle has been done to make known the truth 
among them.

THE LAWS OF HEALTH, 


NO. VII, WEARING FLANNELS NEXT THE SKIN. 

On no one thing connected with human health is 
there a greater diversity of opinion, even among medi- 
cal men, than in regard to the use of flannel next to 
the skin. Some contend that in our own climate— 
whose only point of uniformity consists in this, that it 
is regularly irregular—it is best to encase the skin in 
flannel throughout the whole year. O:hers insist that 
flannel should be dispensed with during the summer, 
and others still would do away with it entirely. Here 
even some of the more learned ‘* doctors disagree.”’ 

It will be impossible for me to treat intelligibly or 
profitably on this subject without first describing the 
skin—its structure, offices, (or functions,) and rela- 
of the bithan sysveus ni@"jusily entitled to wus appes- 
lation. How great, then, the mistake of those who 
regard this beautiful envelope—fearfully and wonder- 
fully made—as a mere wrapper—a husk enclosing the 
fruit or kernel ! 

The skin is made up of several layers, curiously, 
but variously formed. The outside, or searf skin, is 
least important, approximating to the character of an 
envelope for the rest. The middle or mucous layer is 
very differently constructed, and contains the coloring 
matter of the skin. The third or internal Jayer is the 
most important, for it is here that all the offices or 
functions of this cutaneous organ are performed. It is 
this part of the skin, in an animal, which, by tanning, 
forms the leather. It is made up of an almost infinite 
number ot arteries, veins, capillaries, nerves, lymphat- 
ie vessels, perspiratory ducts and glands, sebaceous 
glands or oii vessels, &c., all interlaced, and as it 
were, interwoven together. Were we to examine but 
a single square quarter of an inch of the living skin, 
by aid of a powerful microscope, we should doubtless 
be astonished at the multiplicity of machinery it con- 
tains. No cotton factory—nor perhaps any other fac- 
tory—ever appeared more striking or more worthy of 
a minute examination. 

This variety of living machinery performs a variety 
of offices and functions. It absorbs, to some extent, 
such substances as come in contact with the surface 
of the body—medicated substances, and filth not ex- 
cepted. It aids the lungs in their great work of puri- 
fying the blood, and keeping up the internal fire. In 
the performance of the last mentioned function, it se- 
cretes two new substances ; the matter of perspiration 
and ati oil or sebaceous substance, poured out in small 
quantity, from time to time, to lubricate the skin. It 
serves asa medium of touch, and vehicle or basis of 
the other senses, by means of which we hold commu- 
nication with the world around us. It is also an organ 
of extensive and strong sympathy. 

Now in order to have the skin perform all these 
functions in the best manner, it should be kept clean ; 
it should be free from irritation ; it should not be com- 
pressed ; it should be kept at a proper temperature ; 
and lastly, the nervous and mental, and even the mor- 
al system should be in a healthy condition. 

When we comply with these laws, all goes on well 
and happily. The waste particles of the system are 
then worked up into the fluid of perspiration and the 
sebaceous matter, and carried ovt of the living domain, 
and there is—as there should be—a strong centrifugal 
tendency. As long as this tendency prevails, we 
have health ; but when, instead of a centrifugal, there 
is a centripetal tendency, disease is likely to follow. 
The waste particles are not duly carried off, and the 
blood is not well purified. 

We are now prepared to understand the law of 
dress. While we use such clothing, by day and 
night, both next the skin and elsewhere, as will best 
keep up a healthy state of the calonfic function, we 
must remember to use the means by which aluve so 
desirable a result can be accomplished. The skin 
must not be compressed, must be at a proper tempera- 
ture, must be clean and have free access to light and 
air. ‘This, at once, indicates the law, both as regards 
the material and form of dress and its quantity. 

When, by any means whatever, the skin has be- 
come torpid and inactive—which is indicated by a 
pale, shrivelled, shrunk app P larly when 
we have just gone through with the summer heat, and 
the damp days of autumn begin to depress us, it is de- 
sirable to apply something more exciting than linen to 
the skin. We need not use it permanently. It may 
be sufficient tv wear the new article for a few hours at 
evening, and perhaps in the morning. 

Many are afraid of changes in their dress, during 
the same day; or, I had alinost said, during the same 
week or month. The fear is well founded, if the 
changes are made without being directed by good 
common sense, but not otherwise, I would not be 
understood to advise the changing of dress several 
umes a day; fur it is seldom such a necessity exists. 
But suppose a person has become enfeebled by over 
exercise, wo great heat, or bowel disease during the 
months of August and September, and is not quite 
cured by the fine weather of October, The cold, 
bleak winds of November are too much for him to 
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dure, and what shall he dot My advice would be to 
put on more clothing till the coid winds are over, and 
when & warm day comes, if he can be comfortable, to 
pat it off again. He should only retain it permanent- 
ly, when he must. 

As wo the material, much depends on circumstances. 
If we have worn linen during the summer, a cotion 
under dress may be sufficient. If we have worn plain 
cotton, an under dress of what is called cotton flannel 
may be necessary. Or if there is a good deal of deli- 
cacy, and the skin inactive, woollen flannel, of a soft, 
light and porous texture, may be demanded. When 
the weather is merely damp, and not cold, and the 
moist air conducts from the body both the caloric and 
the electricity too rapidly, silk under clothes are pref- 
erable. In general, however, silk should not be used, 
as it does not allow so free a circulation of the air as 
the other materials just named. 

Additional dress should be thrown off, however, 
whenever the skin resumes its wonted activity and 
health. It is by no means necessary to wait, in such 
cases, for a particular season of the year. If the skin 
and the whole system are vigorous, we hardly need 
ailk or woollen, or even cotton flanrel, in contact with 
it, very long at atime. ‘There are doubtless cases of 
idiosynecracy, or of great constitutional delicacy, which 
require even woollen flannels next the skin the whole 
year. It is possible, too, there may be those who need 
extra stimuli, internally, throughout the year. I can 
only say of both cases, they are very rare, and | must 
say, Lhave never found such during the observation 
\ and experience of nearly half a century 

Io view of the remarks which have been made, it is 
easy to account for the fact that some of our physio- 
loge! reformers, in the warmth of their first love, 
have » ft off their thick flannels for a year or two, not 
only withoot injury, but with apparent benefit.

other in their duties will be felt and cherished. The 
new paswor will feel encouraged by the kind words 
said to him. And they who have uttered words of 
friendship and promises of co-operation, will feel all 
the more kindly for having done so. 

Nor is this all. It is well that a pastor should 
occasionally be reminded of his obligations and duties, 
and of the spirit and temper with whieh he shoald 
perform them. And it is well, also, that he should 
be reminded of these duties, not at some ministers’ 
meeting, as though some secrecy were to be observed, 
but in the presence of his people. It will do him 
good to be told, in their hearing, what they ought to 
expect of him, as it will do them good to be told, in 
his hearing, what he may reasonably expect of them.

THE GOLD MOUNTAIN,

EDUCATIONAL, 
The annual term of Centre College, at Danville, 


very large class, 159 students having entered already. 
The institution, says the Presbyterian Herald, never 
has been in so prosperous a condition as at present. 
The Rev. J. C. Young, D. D. is President. 

The Rev. Dr. Baker, who isin New York raising 
funds for Austin College, Texas, writes to the Pres- 
byterian Herald, that he has raised about $25,000 in 
one form and another, besides the amount raised in 
Texas, and that the corner stone of the new institution 
will soon be laid. He says that popular education is 
the most popular thing in Texas. 

The semi-annual report of the School Committee 
gives 178 schools in this city on the 31st of July, and 
11,376 pupils—an increase of 238 in six months. The 
average attendance is 8.683, or 77 per ct. Of the 
pupils, 6,130 are of foreign parentage, 4,529 are over 
seven years of age, and 1.534 attendto sewing. The 
committee have made 1,120 examinations, and 3,516 
visits during the six months. The schools are re- 
ported as generally in a prosperous condition. 

Several educated Germans, Hungarians, &c., in 
New York, have orgarized themselves into an Asso- 
ciation of Teachers, to promote more effectually the 
best sysiem of education and instruction. 

We learn that the subscription for endowing the 
and adjoining cities under flattering auspices, The 
Recorder says: ‘* Our business men are giving with 
unusual liverality. Members of a single church—the 
Pierrepont street church, in Brooklyn, ander the pas- 
toral care of Dr. Welch, have subscribed between sev- 
en and eight thousand dollars. ‘lhe amounts already 
subseribed, with those obtained in other parts of the 
State, complete the sum necessary to secure a char- 
ter from the Regents. Ifthe remaining churches in 
New York, Brooklyn, and Williamsburg do in pro- 
portion to those already called on, the requisite sum 
of two hundred thousand dollars will certainly be real- 
ized early in the coming year, if not before the close 
ofthis. Some friends, deeply interested in the estab- 
lishment of a large denominational and general library, 
in Western New York, are prepared, on the comple- 
tion of the endowment, to start a subseripunn to raise 
an additional $50,000 for that purpose. Let this be 
effected, and we shall have an institution worthy of the 
Baptists of this State, ableto take care of itself, and 
to do its great work efficiently.

For this purpose 
he would constrvet abutments, to which the platform 
would be attached. Ata distance of 100 yards from 
the coast, and at distances of every 100 yards 








across the Channel, he would sink four barges heavily 
laden, to which would be fixed a double iron chain of | 
peculiar construction, A formidable apparatus of bal- | 
loons of an elliptical form, and firmly secured, would | 
support in the air the extremity of these chains, whieh | 
would be strongly fi d tothe abut on the | 
shore by other chains. Each section of 100 yards | 
would cost about 300,000fr., which would make &4,- | 
000,000fr. for the whole “distance across. These 
chains supported in the air at stated distances, would 
become the point of support of this fairy bridge, on | 
which the inventor proposes to establish an atmos- | 
phere railway. This project has been developed at 
great length by the inventor.
